of 38 feet, including a six-foot side­ 
walk on each side. This would be 
a 26-foot roadway, for highway use, 
between the sidewalks. 
Narrow Sidewalk* 
To help eliminate the traffic haz­ 
ard, a new- ordinance 
has been 
passed by the Bendersville council 
reducing the sidewalks to five feet 
in width, where specified by coun­ 
cil, thus increasing the highway 
with from 26 to 27 feet without 
taking any additional ground from 
the property owners. 
The ordinance also provides for 
resurfacing the street from eurb-to- 
curb. “These improvement will not 
correct existing traffic hazards to 
the extent desired,” O m er 
said, 
“but will go far in that direction. 
More extensive improvements are 
not feasible at present.” 
In making the changes, property 
owners will be a* keel to install reg­ 
ulation curbs according to the laws 
of the borough, so that the high­ 
way can be properly surfaced. “How­ 
ever when a new concrete side­ 
walk is laid, the curb can be taken 
rare of at the same time lf the 
front Is dropped below the frost 
line,” comtoilmen said. 
Wm Erase Hazard* 
Om er noted; “When the improve­ 
ments outlined will have been com­ 
pleted, hazardous driving conditions 
will largely disappear and the im­ 
proved street will be a source of 
civic pride to adjoining property 
owners and the borough generally. 
"Council also Is not overlooking
